i. The iespector General informed Mr. Houston this morning 
that he was going te cali fom Bendorf and extend anether invitation to 
Senstor Clair Engle (D., Calif.) fer lunch. He has heard from Beadorf 
that people have told Senater Eagle he should have taken us ap on our 
prior tnvitation and he wants to try to get Engle before he, Mirkpatrick, 
goes on bis trip. 


2. The Inspector General teld Mr. HMeusten that Mr. Pat Coyne, 
National Security Agama’ had asked what inquiries we had on Senate 

hes. 5. Mr. Heusten called Mr. Coyne end told him that our file 
indicated no ingeiries but that the Director had attended a meeting at 

the White Heuse on 20 May 1959. Our notes indicated the Directer had 
reported that the Administration's position was ast to oppose either this 
resolution or the Freedem Commission bills. Mr. Coyne said he had 
gotten only an informal inquiry from Mr. Doherty, a close friead and 
former Assistant U. 5, Attorney whe had been on Senator Keating's staff 
for the past few months. Mr. Goyne said bea would check the White House 
vafare talking further with Mx. Deherty. He promised to let us know of 
any developmeats and I promised the same from this side.
